Washington, May 31.—The German 
ambassador, Count von Bernstorff, to- 
day gave out for publication the “me- 
morial record” and accompanyins affi- 
davits, issued by the German 
ment as a white book of March 
last, relating atrocities committed 
by Russian troops on German cavilians 
and German prisoners of war. 
ambassador also announced that copies 
of the document had delivered to 
all the ne) ernments, including 
the government o! L'nited States, 
and that other copies would be to 
inspection at the consulates of 
New York, Chic adelphia and 
San Francisco. 
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Laws of Humanity Violated.

Ppepulation, including women 
and children, were fll-treated on 
empty pretexts or without any rea- 
son whatsoever, although they 
everything to satisfy the desires of the 
Russiah soldiers as to lodgings 
food. This ill-treatment was partially 
characterized by exquisite cruelty; for 
instance the male population of an en- 
tire commuinty, the judge not except- 
ed, were beaten with whips and 
threatened with death. Fugitives were 
shot down without further ado. 

“Above all, however, naimerous citi- 
zens were murdered without any 
cause, often under terrible tortures or 
in presence of their relatives. Young 
men were shot, not because they had 
committed something, but because they 
were liable to military service. A 
transport of fugitives was suddenly 
attacked, the men were separated from 
the women and killed without proce- 
dure of any kind. A_ chief forester 
escorting a troop-of German convicts 
was taken prisoner by Russian troops, 
brought before General Rennenkampf 
and—probably in accordance with that 
general's infamous erder to kill all 
German foresters—deliberately shot. 
The brutal lust of the Russian soldiers 
for murder ‘did not stop even at old 
men, womeh and children, The mur- 
der of a little girl, about 2 or 3 years 
old, is a particul: irly horrible instance. 
Revolting also is the case of an entire 
family whi ch fell victim to the lust of 
murder of Russian soldiers The man 
Was spiked to the table, the child to 
the di the breasts of the wife were 
cut off and her body eviscerated.

The Georgia Bankers’ association, at

Those expert in these 
have had their attention called to addresses 
which were delivered by Frank A. Vander- 
lip, president of the National City bank, and 
by Paul Warburg, of the federal reserve 
board, to the Pan-American financial eon- 
ference in Washington last week. These 
experts detect between the lines of these 
addresses evidence which satisfies them that 
both Mr. Vanderlip and Mr. Warburg have 
knowledge of conditions of whic the gen- 
eral public has no conception, and probably 
not many in the world of banking and 
finance. {It is apparent that the great lead- 
ers in finance and banking—a small group, 
possibly not more than ten or twelve—are 
the only persons who are thoroughly in- 
formed respecting the magnitude of our 
money supplies as well as the manner in 
which these supplies have come and pre- 
sumably will continue to come to the United 
States. These are matters concerning which 
it is vital that there be no publicity. KEver 
if the American bankers were Willing that 
these transactions should be daily adver- 
tised, nevertheless the financial advisers and 
authorities in other nations find it essentia] 
that these things be kept from the public, 
not because the transactions are inadvisable, 
but for motives of expediency. 

Occasionally there is reference to secrecy 
of this kind which was characteristic of the 
last two years of the administration of John 
Sherman as secretary of the treasury, He 
was authorized by congress to prepare for 
the resumption of specie payments by the 
government on January 1, 1879. To do this 
entailed large and very important neg otia- 
tions, and in order that these negotiationg 
might have success it was also necessary 
that none but those who had the right to 
know should have any knowledge of what 
was under way. Mr. Sherman, after he be- 
came senator, said that one of the reasons 
for the success of specie payment resUump- 
tion was to be found in the fact that all 
the steps leading up to that had been thor- 
oughly concealed.
